There  Must  be  Incentives 

Chairman  J.  Gibson  Jarvie,  of  United  Dominions  Trust,  Ltd.,  is  famous  for 
his  annual  speeches  to  the  stockholders  of  his  company.  Here  is  an  extract 
from  his  1951  address  which  we  have  taken  the  liberty  of  converting  into  a 
Terse  Talk  because  it  expresses  so  ably  what  so  many  of  us  are  thinking 
to-day.— THE  EDITOR. 

IN  business,  as  in  life  generally,  there  are  certain  immutable 
laws  with  which  we  tamper  or  quarrel  at  our  peril.  No 
amount  of  economic  theory,  however  well-intentioned,  can 
ever  defeat  those  laws.  Those  who  believe  it  can  are  living 
in  a  world  of  economic  make-believe. 

The  world  is  suffering  from  the  artificial  conditions  which 
are  inseparable  from  any  interference  with  the  natural  flow 
of  trade  and  the  means  of  exchange.  The  natural  correctives 
and  stimuli  under  free  supply  and  demand  will  have  to  be 
restored.  Granted  that  war  and  the  aftermath  of  war  de¬ 
manded  controls,  their  gradual  liquidation  is  long  overdue. 
Vested  interests  have  been  created  to  which  their  beneficiaries 
cling  like  limpets. 

But  if  stable  conditions  are  ever  to  be  restored,  we  must 
work  toward  freedom  for  trade,  for  a  free  gold  market,  and 
for  the  individual.  World  history  has  proved  again  and  again, 
and  is  proving  every  day,  that  the  individual  is  more  important 
than  the  State:  that  prosperity  and  greatness  can  only  follow 
when  there  is  enterprise,  personal  ambition,  personal  respon¬ 
sibility,  Independence  and  freedom:  that  competition  is  essen¬ 
tial:  that  good  work  justifies  good  reward,  and  that  the  reward 
— or  much  of  it — must  be  retained  by  those  who  earn  it. 

There  must  be  incentives:  and  the  only  incentives  which 
the  generality  of  men  in  all  walks  of  life  will  recognise  or 
have  ever  recognised,  are  an  adequate  reward  for  endeavour 
and  fear  of  the  consequences  if  they  fail. 

When  the  State  undertakes  what  should  be  the  responsi¬ 
bility  and  the  duty  of  the  citizen,  the  character  and  worth  of 
the  citizen  decline.  A  soft  and  secure  life  never  built  either 
strength  of  character  or  strength  of  body.  We  need  strong 
men  to-day,  men  of  courage  and  quality  with  principles,  but 
In  the  Welfare  State  such  men  meet  only  discouragement, 
frustration  and  rank  injustice.

The  established  garagist  should 
make  full  use  of  his  premises  and 
facilities.  Caravans  on  uncovered  dis¬ 
play  grounds  can  have  temporary  elec¬ 
tric  light  installation.  In  winter  even¬ 
ings  a  caravan  demonstrated  which  is 
lit  by  electricity  has  a  far  better  effect 
than  when  its  own  Calor  Gas  lighting 
only  is  used. 

The  customer  can  also  be  attracted 
to  premises  where  caravans  on  hard 
or  concrete  flooring  can  be  inspected 
in  bad  weather,  when  many  normal 
caravan  agents  are  forced  to  display 
their  vans  in  muddy  and  generally  ad¬ 
verse  conditions. 

Information  about  sites 
Also,  the  established  garagist  is 
usually  situated  in  or  near  a  residen¬ 
tial  district,  and  he  must  take  all  pos¬ 
sible  steps  to  offer  suitable  sites,  or  at 
least  be  in  a  position  to  advise  pro¬ 
spective  caravan  owners  on  this  ques¬ 
tion.  The  Government  and  other  offi¬ 
cial  bodies  are  slowly  recognising  the 


Specialised  section  - 

WITH  the  natural  link  that 
exists  between  a  motor  car  and 
trailer  caravan,  it  is  clear  that 
the  garagist  can  play  an  important 
part  in  selling  and  servicing  caravans. 

Just  how  important,  and  just  how 
great  the  possibilities  are,  not  a  few 
in  the  motor  trade  —  and,  for  that 
matter,  among  caravan  manufacturers 
— are  more  than  a  little  ignorant. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  the 
garagist  who  is  aware  of  the  market, 
but  who  merely  plonks  a  couple  of 
vans  on  a  forecourt — or  quite  often  be¬ 
hind  his  workshops — and  leaves  them 
to  sell  themselves. 

To  be  successful,  it  is  essential,  how¬ 
ever,  for  him  to  treat  the  distribution 
of  caravans  as  a  specialised  section  of 
his  business,  and,  further,  it  is  not 
sufficient  merely  to  have  a  display  of 
caravans  with  no  technical  knowledge, 
repair  and  painting  facilities,  stocks

The  distributor 
may  say:  “That  is 
the  manufacturer’s 
pigeon.  Why 
should  I  do  his  work  for  him?’’  He  is 
probably  quite  right,  but  a  long-term 
policy  must  be  taken.  As  the  motor 
agent  should  know,  however,  it  is 
essential  for  manufacturers  and  distri¬ 
butors  to  act  as  a  team,  and  it  is  in 
the  distributor’s  interest  to  help  the 
manufacturers.  A  few  minutes  spent 
by  a  sensible  man  can  probably  rectify 
these  minor  defects  to  everyone’s  satis¬ 
faction. 

The  customer’s  first  impression  is 
most  Important,  and  a  defect  in  an 
article,  however  trivial,  will  make  him 
critical  and  dissatisfied.  'The  distri¬ 
butor  should  really  act  as  the  manu¬ 
facturer’s  last  line  of  Inspection,  and 
if  the  distributor  has  chosen  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  reliable  manufacturers,  he 
need  have  no  fear  of  taking  this  atti¬ 
tude,  because  any  serious  defects  or 


consistent  faults  can  be  reported  to 
them  and  rectified  in  production. 

The  question  of  after-sales  service  is 
most  important,  and  again  the  garagist 
should  know  the  value  of  a  little  time, 
trouble,  and  money  spent  to  ensure 
the  customer’s  satisfaction.  Again  the 
choice  of  a  reliable  manufacturer  is 
important,  because  a  12-months’  guar¬ 
antee  with  any  product  is  useless  unless 
the  manufacturers  will  back  the  dis¬ 
tributor  and  Jointly  effect  any  neces¬ 
sary  minor  repairs  or  replacements.  A 
little  effort  by  the  distributor  with  the 
support  of  the  works  will  preserve  the 
good  name  of  both,  will  undoubtedly  be 
to  their  mutual  benefit,  and  pave  the 
way  to  increased  sales. 

There  is  a  big  place  for  the  motor 
trader  or  garagist  in  the  distribution 
of  caravans,  but  he  must  be  prepared 
to  do  the  job  properly.  He  must  be 
honest  about  his  undertaking,  and  not 
turn  to  selling  caravans  because  he 
can’t  get  new  cars.  A  real  interest 
must  be  shown,  and  an  agency  taken 
on  a  proper  basis,  with  all  that  that 
implies. 

Finally,  he  should  consider  joining 
the  Caravan  Distributors’  and  Agents’ 
Association,  and  subscribe  to  the 
National  Caravan  Council  (Trades 
Division),  thus  establishing  himself  as 
a  recognised  member  of  the  caravan 
industry,  and  not  just  a  garagist 
“dabbling”  in  caravans.

Born  In  Sussex 

The  kind  of  small  car  for  which  there 
Is  a  definite  demand  among  elderly 
people,  Invalids  and  housewives  in 
rural  areas,  has  for  long  been  a  subject  of 
research  by  G.  B.  Gates  and  H.  N.  Pearson, 
who  are  directors  of  a  well-known  electrical 
ooncem  In  Hove,  Sussex.  Now  their  Ideals 
and  plans  have  crystallised  In  the  form  of 
the  first  few  production  models  of  the 
B.M.A.  Electric  Hazelcar. 

Briefly,  this  Is  a  sUudy,  modernistic, 
weatherproof  two-seater,  battery  and  motor 
driven  via  a  double-reduction  chain  and 
with  all  the  charging  gear  bullt-ln  neatly 
at  the  rear. 

Claims  are  that  It  will  cover  up  to  65 
miles  on  one  charge  In  a  level  district.  55-

Strong  British  delegation  joins  i 
standardisation  c 


First  time  there 

T  the  fifth  annual  congress  of 
the  International  OflBce  for 
Motor  Trades  and  Repairs 
(I.O.M.T.R.)  at  Scheveningen,  Holland, 
on  September  6th  to  8th,  a  British 
delegation,  representing  the  Motor 
Agents’  Association  and  the  British 
Motor  Trade  Association,  for  the  first 
time  took  an  active  part  in  the  work 
of  this  international  organisation  of 
distributors,  dealers  and  repairers. 

The  I.O.M.T.R.  was  founded  by  a  number 
of  European  national  organisations  of  the 
motor  trade  in  1947,  the  chief  aim  being 
to  Improve  conditions  and  standards,  and 
to  further  joint  Interests  by  personal  con¬ 
tacts  and  the  exchange  of  ideas  and  ex¬ 
periences.  Co-operation  is  voluntary,  and 
the  organisation  can  never  set  international 
regulations  which  are  not  accepted  by  all 
members. 

Organisations  of  motor  traders  and  re¬ 
pairers  in  Austria,  Belgium,  Denmark,  Eire, 
Finland,  France,  Western' Germany,  Great 
Britain.  Italy,  Luxemburg,  French  Morocco, 
the  Netherlands,  Norway,  Portugal,  Spain, 
Sweden  and  Switzerland  are  now  alQllated. 
Congresses  have  been  held  in  past  years  at 
Sundsvall  (Sweden),  Copenhagen,  Brussels 
and  Lucerne.  Items  such  as  contracts  with

manufacturers,  market  regulations  for  used 
cars,  position  of  salesmen,  training  of  mech¬ 
anics.  unification  of  tariff  bases  and  nomen¬ 
clature,  petrol  prices  and  pump  contracts, 
are  being  dealt  with. 

The  organisation  being  a  young  one,  and 
conditions  in  different  countries  widely 
varying,  the  I.O.M.T.R.  has  so  far  achieved 
nothing  that  could  be  expressed  in  definite 
terms.  Yet,  it  is  felt,  the  exchange  of  view¬ 
points  on  an  international  level  has  given 
many  countries  valuable  information  and 
ideas. 

The  British  delegation  at  the  Scheven- 
Ingen  congress  consisted  of  M.AA.  Presi¬ 
dent  Arthur  B.  Hall,  B.M.T.A.  President  F. 
O,  Smith,  Col,  K.  C.  Johnson-Davies,  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  B.M.T.A.,  and  M.A  A  General 
Secretary  A.  W.  Grafton. 


The  British  delegation  was  most  heartily 
welcomed,  as  it  can  not  only  provide  other 
delegates  with  valuable  information,  but, 
it  is  felt,  Britain  cannot  be  missed  in  an 
international  body  like  this  one.  Besides 
the  M.A.A.  and  the  B.M.T.A..  the  Institute 
of  the  Motor  Industry  is  co-operating  in 
providing  data  on  professional  training,  and 
so  on. 

The  congress  was  opened  by  the  Dutch 
Minister  of  Transport  and  Works,  H.  H. 
Wemmers,  who,  in  his  speech,  placed  the 
congress  against  the  background  of  Euro¬ 
pean  integration.  In  his  reply.  Dr.  A.  F.  H. 
Jansen,  President  of  B.O.V.A.G.,  the  Dutch 
association  of  motor  agents  which  organised 
the  congress,  stressed  that  since  the  first 
congress  at  Sundsvall,  already  much  had 
been  achieved  in  international  co-operation. 

“Wandering”  secretariat 

In  the  first  plenary  session,  the  congress 
nominated  Dr.  Jansen  as  its  President. 
Several  members  felt  the  need  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  permanent  bureau,  but  con¬ 
sidering  the  financial  consequences,  it  was 
decided  that,  for  the  time  being,  the  secre¬ 
tariat  will  continue  to  be  a  "wandering” 
one.  meaning  that  each  one  or  two  years  it 
will  move  from  the  office  of  one  organisa¬ 
tion  to  that  of  another  one,  the  secretary 
of  that  organisation  also  acting  as 
I.O.M.T.R.’s  secretary.  For  the  coming  year 
the  Dutch  B.O.V.A.G.  will  have  the  secre¬ 
tariat,  as  it  had  last  year. 

Next  year's  congress  will  be  held  at  Paris 
from  September  4th  to  6th. 

It  was  decided  to  create  a  directorate  con¬ 
sisting  of  four  members,  to  be  nominated 
by  Great  Britain,  Italy,  Holland  and  Bel¬ 
gium.  The  British  delegation  accepted  this 
provided  a  seat  in  the  directorate  would  not 
Involve  travelling.  ' 

More  important  than  the  general  sessions 
were  the  meetings  of  the  sections,  of  which 
there  were  two:  one  for  the  trade  Itself, 
and  one  for  garages  and  service. 

The  value  of  exchanging  experience  on 
an  international  level  was  perhaps  best  illus¬ 
trated  by  the  enormous  interest  in  an  excel¬ 
lent  speech  by  Ool.  Johnson-Davles  in  the 
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trade  section,  in  which  he  gave  an  outline 
of  the  pre-war  measures  in  Britain  to  deal 
with  the  used-car  problem. 

F.  Iten  (Switzerland),  the  section’s  Chair¬ 
man,  told  how  in  his  coimtry  there  was  a 
standard  system  for  estimating  the  value 
of  used  cars.  However,  some  dealers  did 
not  stick  to  the  system,  and  there  were 
no  sanctions.  He  said  that  a  clear  difference 
should  be  made  between  those  covmtries 
having  a  shortage  of  cars,  and  those  with 
"free  competition,"  meaning  an  abundance 
of  new  cars  of  every  type.  In  the  first  group 
used  cars  often  sold  for  more  than  the  price 
of  a  similar  new  car;  in  the  latter  case,  the 
dealer  was  often  forced  by  strong  competi¬ 
tion  to  pay  too  much  for  a  used  car  when 
taking  it  in  part  payment  for  a  new  one. 
He  appealed  to  the  British  delegation  to 
give  the  conference  their  views. 

Col.  Johnson-Davies  explained  that  Britain 
was  not  yet  faced  with  the  used-car  problem 
aa  the  public  might  have  to  wait  20  years 
before  getting  a  new  car.  However,  mem¬ 
ories  from  the  pre-war  period  were  very  bad. 
and  he  was  of  the  oplnloin  that  It  would 
not  be  very  long  before  this  country  would 
have  to  tackle  the  pixiblem  again. 

He  then  gave  an  outline  of  the  pre-war 
procedure  In  Britain,  stressing  that  the 
used-car  problem  could  not  be  solved  in  a 
few  minutes.  He  recalled  that  in  Britain 


the  solution  came  in  1934,  when  the  manu¬ 
facturers  woke  up  to  the  realisation  that 
they  were  as  much  affected  by  this  problem 
as  the  dealers.  The  following  year  the 
dealers  handed  over  the  Job  to  the  manu¬ 
facturers,  and  the  well-known  system  of  the 
B.M.T.A.  was  the  result. 

The  first  thing  manufacturers  did  was  to 
introduce  a  fixed  clause  into  all  contracts 
with  distributors  and  dealers:  they  should 
be  members  of  the  B.M.T.A..  whose  only 
task  was  price  maintenance.  Based  on  total 
sales  of  used  cars,  an  average  was  computed 
every  month,  and  passed  on  to  dealers,  who 
in  the  following  month  were  not  allowed 
to  go  above  these  prices.  If  they  did,  a 
special  commission  could  fine  them  or  put 
them  on  the  stop  list. 

Freedom  of  oontraot 

This  system,  Col.  Johnson-Davies  said,  had 
worked  very  well,  and  he  thought  It  might 
do  as  well  for  other  countries.  For  although 
manufacturers  put  the  membership-clause 
in  their  contracts.  It  was  up  to  the  dealer 
to  accept  the  contract  and  thus  the  freedom 
of  contract  was  preserved.  Even  for  Ameri¬ 
can  makes,  this  system  was  possible,  as  the 
anti-trust  laws  of  the  U.S.A.  had  no  bearing 
on  exports. 

It  took  Britain  40  years  to  achieve  the 
pre-war  system.  One  thing  became  clear: 
You  could  not  do  it  voluntarily;  there  must 
be  sanctions.  Moreover,  traders  should  have 
the  co-operation  of  manufacturers.  Col. 
Johnson-Davies  advised  that  the  secretariat 
should  obtain  more  data  from  several  conn-

adopting  a  resolution  appealing  for  manu¬ 
facturers’  co-operation! 

Ool.  Johnson-Davles’  speech  was  greeted 
with  prolonged  applause  and  an  ani¬ 
mated  discussion  followed.  Prom  this  it 
became  clear  that  in  several  countries  a 
compulsory  system  with  sanctions  would 
not  be  possible.  This  would  be  the  case, 
for  instance,  in  countries  like  Switzerland, 
Luxemburg  and  Belgium,- said  Mr.  Iten. 

A  German  speaker  outlined  how  in  that 
country  there  is  a  central  body  for  estimat¬ 
ing  and  fixing  prices  of  used  cars.  The 
larger  part  of  the  trade  stuck  to  these  prices. 
Holland,  it  was  stated,  had  always  wanted 
a  system  similar  to  the  British  system,  but 
it  was  prevented  by  non-co-operation  of 
the  manufacturers.  Could  not  British 
manufacturers,  the  Dutch  delegation  a.sked, 
press  their  continental  importers  to  vote 
for  the  British  system,  thereby  setting  an 
example  to  other  manufacturers? 

Resolution  by  Britain 

other  speakers  thought  the  British  sys¬ 
tem  could  only  work  in  Britain  because 
practically  the  whole  market  in  that  country 
was  supplied  by  British  makers,  this  being 
contrary  to  the  position  in  many  countries, 
where  over  60  manufacturers  might  .strongly 
compete. 

Ool.  Johnson-Davies  recognised  this  diffi¬ 
culty  when  he  said  In  his  reply  that 
British  manufacturers  would  probably  be 
willing  to  co-operate  on  the  Continent,  but 
would  have  to  bear  their  competitors’  atti¬ 
tude  in  mind.  He  was,  however,  quite  will¬ 
ing  to  take  up  this  matter  with  the  British 
car  industry.  If  we  were  to  be  .saved  a 
repetition  of  the  pre-war  crisis,  we  must  find 
a  solution.  He  therefore  proposed  the  fol¬ 


lowing  resolution,  which  was  passed  unani¬ 
mously: — 

“That  this  conference  recognises  the  para¬ 
mount  importance  to  the  motor  industry, 
importers  and  dealers  in  all  countries  of  the 
used-car  problem  and  recommends  that  each 
member  country  should  give  urgent  atten¬ 
tion  to  this  problem,  and  through  the 
I.O.M.T.R.  secretariat  exchange  statistics 
and  information  concerning  this  problem 
with  a  view  to  finding  a  solution  which 
manufacturers  of  motor  vehicles  could  be 
Invited  to  support  on  an  international 
basis.” 

This  section  also  lengthily  discussed  con¬ 
tracts  between  manufacturers  and  their 
dealers,  a  problem  which  does  not  concern 
the  British  trade  as  much  as  it  does  con¬ 
tinental  dealers,  as  contracts  in  Britain 
contain  rather  satisfactory  conditions  as 
regards  the  terms  for  terminating  contracts. 
The  latter  Is  causing  much  unrest  in  several 
continental  countries,  where  manufacturers 
and  importers  can  end  their  contracts  at 
very  short  notice. 

It  was  felt  that  this  problem  should  be 
dealt  with  very  carefully  and  steadily.  The 
need  was  felt  for  an  international  exchange 
of  data  and  for  pressure  to  be  put  by  the 
national  organisations  on  national  manu¬ 
facturers.  Contact  with  the  permanent 
bureau  of  the  international  motor  manu¬ 
facturers  at  Paris  has  so  far  been  unsatis¬ 
factory.  It  was  decided  to  draft  a  new  letter 
and  moreover  to  try  personal  contacts  be¬ 
tween  members  of  the  I.O.M.T.R.  and  of 
the  Paris  Bureau. 

The  secretariat  will  submit  to  all  mem¬ 
ber-organisations  a  questionnaire  asking  for 
the  following  data;  (1)  Size  of  and  Invest¬ 
ments  in  garages,  etc.;  (2)  Number  of  em¬ 
ployees;  (3)  Estimates  of  stocks  of  cars. 
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trucks  and  spares.  Moreover,  tlie  secre¬ 
tariat  will  compile  a  survey  of  the  existing 
discounts  In  different  countries.  The  nat¬ 
ional  organisations,  it  was  stressed,  should 
ineanivhile  do  their  utmost  to  acliieve  better 
conditions,  on  the  lines  agreed  upon  by  the 
congress. 

During  the  discussion  on  the  impact  of 
war  production  on  the  motor  and  repair 
trades.  Col.  Johnson-Davies  said  that  Britain 
was  at  this  moment  starved  of  cars.  If. 
however,  war  production  made  restrictions 
necessary,  we  must  bow.  But,  he  added,  do 
we  want  the  armies  of  the  Atlantic  countries 
to  set  up  huge  repair  shops  while  existing 
garages  could  effect  a  substantial  part  of 
the  repairs? 

The  Dutch  delegation  said  that  in  their 
country  privately-owned  repair  shops  had 
an  agreement  with  the  army.  This  also 
applied  to  some  other  countries.  But  the 
congress  felt  that  things  like  these  were 
very  difficult  to  discuss.  One  could  not 
force  an  army  to  glVe  up  its  own  repair 
shops.  The  best  thing  to  do  was  to  solve 
this  matter  on  a  national  level. 

The  section  "garages  and  service”  dis¬ 
cussed,  among  other  things,  unification  of 
tariff  bases  and  terminology.  It  appeared 
that  France  and  Switzerland  have  achieved 
most  towards  unified  tariffs.  Germany  has 
decided  shortly  to  reintroduce  the  pre-war 
system. 

As  Britain  has  no  unified  tariff  system 
for  the  entire  country,  the  British  delegation 
thought  a  uniform  system  for  the  whole  of 
Europe  very  difficult  to  achieve— if  not  im¬ 
possible.

It  was  decided  that  all  countries  already 
having  a  tariff  system  should  communicate 
details  about  these  to  the  other  members, 
who  might  be  able  to  use  them  to  advan¬ 
tage. 

The  section  unanimously  agreed  that  there 
was  no  sense  in  trying  to  adopt  a  standard 
system  for  repairs.  On  the  other  hand, 
standardisation  in  the  service-field  was 
lilghly  advisable.  Many  delegates  stressed 
the  need  for  having  uniform  definitions  for 
such  services  as  "grease,”  "oil  and  grease,” 
"wash  and  polish,”  and  so  on.  Up  to  now, 
there  was  no  unity  at  all.  and  the  customer 
did  not  know  where  he  stood.  In  one  gar¬ 
age  he  got  service  under  the  heading 
"grease”  which  was  quite  different  in  a 
second  one  a  few  miles  off. 

International  semioe  code 

The  congress  decided  to  compile  a  stan¬ 
dard  international  code,  expressing  in  figures 
clearly-defined  parts  of  “quick  service.”  For 
instance,  the  number  Z  would  mean  “oil 
and  grease,”  and  the  code  would  state  de¬ 
finitely  what  this  meant,  guaranteeing  the 
same  service  under  this  heading  in  all  gar¬ 
ages  in  Europe.  This  had  a  further  advan¬ 
tage.  as  It  did  away  with  language  diffi¬ 
culties. 

Under  the  system  a  French  motorist  tour¬ 
ing  Britain  would,  by  displaying  two  fingers 
at  a  garage,  indicate  that  he  wanted  service 
number  2.  The  garage  hand  would  know 
exactly  what  was  wanted,  and  the  customer 
would  know  exactly  what  to  expect.  An 
Englishman  without  any  knowledge  of 
Italian  would,  when  motoring  in  Italy,  get 
his  car  washed  and  polished — and  not  only 
washed  or  only  polished — by  putting  up, 
say,  three  fingers.  It  will  take  a  long  time 
to  achieve  a  workable  code,  but  the  con¬ 
gress  seemed  very  determined  to  come  to 
results. 

To  great  length  this  section  discussed  the 
relations  between  garage  owners  and  the 
petrol  companies.  It  appeared  that  whereas 
in  some  countries,  e.g.,  Germany,  practic¬ 
ally  all  petrol  is  sold  via  garages  or  privately- 
owned  service  stations,  in  other  countries 
the  large  oil  companies  sell  most  of  the 
petrol  in  their  own  service  stations.  Very 
often  the  contracts  were  unsatisfactory,  it 
was  said. 

Prices  and  taxes  were  also  discussed. 
Taxes  vary  widely.  In  the  United  States 
the  price  of  petrol  includes  24  per  cent, 
taxes,  in  France  60  per  cent.,  in  Italy  71 
per  cent.,  in  Austria  30  per  cent.,  in  Holland 
50  per  cent.,  and  in  Germany  68  per  cent. 

Another  item  was  the  liability  of  the  gar¬ 
age  owner.  With  much  interest,  the  section 
heard  the  British  delegation  reading  the  list

After  llsteninK  to  many  details  roiieern- 
liiK  various  countries,  the  conEress  decided 
to  take  steps  towards  a  greater  uniformity 
In  discounts  given  on  spare  parts. 

At  the  farewell  dinner  offered  to  the 
delegates  by  B.O.V.A.O.,  the  Dutch  associa¬ 
tion.  the  British  delegation  were  praised 
by  many  speakers  for  their  presence.  R. 
Permeke,  President  of  the  “F6d6ration  des 
Oaraglstes  de  Belgique  ‘Fegarbel’,”  recalled 
how  he  and  Ur.  Iloekema,  Secretary  of 
B.O.V.A.G.,  and  of  the  I.O.M.T.R..  went  to 
London  to  convince  the  British  associations 
of  the  necessity  of  their  coming.  “Prob¬ 
ably.”  Mr.  Permeke  said,  "you  don’t  know 


what  It  means  to  us  to  have  you  here. 
Colonel  Johnson-Davies  will  certainly  be 
remembered  by  Belgium  for  a  long  time.” 

Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  British  dele¬ 
gation,  Arthur  B.  Hall  quoted  Shakespeare 
In  saying,  “And  some  have  greatness  thrust 
upon  them,”  warning  that  these  words 
.should  not  be  applied  to  himself.  He  alaD 
quoted  Queen  Juliana’s  words  during  her 
recent  visit  to  London:  “Little  Is  only  little 
with  big;  big  is  not  big  without  little  .  .  .” 
He  hoped  that  what  the  British  delegation 
lacked  in  lingual  capacities  was  made  up 
by  them  In  contributions  to  the  congress, 
and  stressed  that  there  could  not  be  good 
international  trade  relations  without  good 
International  contacts.

Austin  Canadian  event  sets 
example  of  what  can  help 
at  Earls  Court 

Excellent  decor 

CORRESPONDENT  to  our  Motor 
Trade  Parliament  last  week  put 
forward  some  constructive  ideas 
for  making  the  annual  Earls  Court 
Motor  Show  even  more  of  a  success 
than  it  normally  is.  We  would  like  to 
supplement  his  remarks  with  an 
appeal  for  more  imaginative  treatment 
of  that  exhibition  from  the  decor  point 
of  view. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  that  we 
have  made  the  appeal.  We  repeat  it 
now  mainly  because  we  saw  a  motor 
show  recently  in  which  all  our  ideas 
of  what  a  motor  exhibition  should 
look  like  seemed  to  be  combined. 

It  was  the  one-make  show  -^aged 
by  the  Austin  Motor  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  Van¬ 
couver,  British  Columbia,  la.st  month 


and  it  is  noteworthy  that  the  24 
British  journalists  who  were  privileged 
to  see  the  display  all  agreed  that  it 
was  one  of  the  finest  and  certainly  the 
friendliest  show  that  they  have  ever 
attended. 

Unfortunately,  we  cannot  give  a 
picture  that  will  even  begin  to  do 
justice  to  the  effect  that  it  created. 
For  that  we  should  need  multi-colour 
printing.  All  we  can  do  is  to  reproduce 
the  above  new  photograph  of  the  show 
as  a  stimulation  for  readers’  imagina¬ 
tion. 

Granted,  the  display,  although  large 
for  a  one-make  show,  was  small  com¬ 
pared  with  the  Earls  Court  exhibition. 
And  a  small  hall  is  obviously  easier  to 
decorate  than  a  big  one.  For  all  that, 
this  show  seemed  to  us  to  have  some¬ 
thing  that  most  others  hadn’t  got.  As 
well  as  its  warmth  and  cheerfulness, 
it  Imparted  to  us  a  sense  of  fitness,  a 
feeling  that  the  decor  was  really  at 
one  with  the  products  on  show. 

What  was  that  something?  Was  it 
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result  of  intense  investigation  by  the

every  detail  of  production  is  the 
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the  profusion  of  flags  and  bunting,  the 
bright  silk  hangings  around  the  stage, 
the  beautiful  wood-block  floor?  No, 
most  shows  have  those  touches.  It  was. 
we  decided,  simply  the  effect  created 
by  the  “Cotswold  cottages”  ranged 
along  the  walls,  which  served  as 
stands  for  the  various  equipment  and 
accessory  makers  whose  names  are 
linked  with  Austin  cars. 

These  cottages,  we  were  told,  were 
an  idea  devised  by  the  Canadian 
organisers  of  the  show  to  create  the 
“British”  atmosphere  in  the  hall.  But 
to  our  mind  they  did  much  more  than 
that.  They  gave  the  important  im¬ 
pression  that  the  displayed  cars  were 
in  their  right  setting,  namely,  out  of 
doors.  A  car  in  a  building  cannot  com¬ 
pletely  avoid  looking  out  of  character 
and  ill  at  ease,  but  obviously  much  can 
be  done  to  lessen  the  Incongruity  by 
artfulness  of  background. 

We  recalled  having  made  a  sug¬ 
gestion  on  these  lines  in  “The  G.  and 
M.A.”  some  years  ago,  when  motor 
agents  actually  had  cars  to  spare  for

display.  It  was.  therefore,  particularly 
interesting  to  us  to  see  the  idea 
applied  on  such  a  large  scale  and  to 
-note  its  undoubted  functional  success. 

The  cottages,  although  of  plywood, 
were  most  realistic-looking.  Cleverly 
painted,  and  with  bright  lights  within 
shining  through  the  frilly-lace- 
curtained  lattice  windows,  they  were 
given  the  mature-and-mellow  look  by 
window-boxes  massed  with  summer 
flowers  and  shrubs  in  large  buckets- 

At  other  points  in  the  hall  (not 
shown  in  the  photograph),  were  fences 
of  white  trellis-work  surrounding  tea 
and  refreshment  “gardens.”  complete 
with  tables  equipped  with  large  sun¬ 
shades.  Roses  climbed  all  over  the 
trellis,  and  the  effect  was  completed 
again  by  flowers  and  shrubs  in  boxes. 

Yes.  it  was  “out  of  doors”  inside  that 
hall — a  logical  and  perfect  setting,  in 
fact,  for  motor  cars.  No  wonder  the 
people  of  British  Columbia  flocked  in 
their  thousands  to  see  that  show. 

Although  the  cottage  idea  might  be 
more  difficult  to  apply  to  the  stands 
around  the  walls  at  Earls  Court  than 
it  was  in  Vancouver,  we  earnestly 
commend  the  suggestion  for  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Society  of  Motor 
Manufacturers  and  Traders.  They 
already  stage  a  good  show.  As  a  result 
of  seeing  the  Austin  display  in  Canada 
we  are  convinced  that  it  could  be  made 
much  more  attractive  by  artistic 
touches  which  would  create  the  logical 
and  necessary  out-of-doors  atmo¬ 
sphere.

IN  April.  1949,  “The  Garage  and 
Motor  Agent”  told  the  story  of  the 
development  plans  of  Smithfield 
Garage,  Ltd.,  Dlgbcth,  Birmingham, 
who  have  at  their  disposal  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  impressive  corner 
sites  in  the  City,  and  of  how  they  were 
naturally  grieved  that  building  re¬ 
strictions  were  holding  back  ambitions 
which  took  root  as  long  ago  as  1939. 

Those  restrictions  are  still  there,  but 
In  face  of  difficulties,  a  little  bit  here 
and  there  is  being  done  towards  ful¬ 
filment  of  the  ideal,  although  the 
large  bombed  space  at  one  side  of  the 
present  building  is  still  awaiting  a 
full-scale  attack  to  make  it  part  of 
extended  workshops  and  showrooms. 
This  will  eventually  bring  the  pre¬ 
mises’  total  covered  area  to  56,000 
sq.  ft. 

They  have  just  completed  the  build¬ 
ing  of  two  additional  paint  shops 
which  are  fitted  throughout  with  cen¬ 
tral  heating  and  the  latest  appliances 
conforming  with  the  Factory  Regula¬ 
tions.  These  shops  are  capable  of  tak¬ 
ing  the  biggest  of  commercial  vehicles. 

Main  use  of  the  rest  of  the  space  is 
as  an  open  vehicle  park,  but  the  first 
step  towards  its  development  is  the 
completion  of  a  four-pump  filling  sta¬ 
tion;  although  the  provision  of  a 


Shop  window 

Unable  to  go  ahead  with  building 
the  impressive  showrooms  which  are 
envisaged  as  a  background  to  the 
filling  station,  it  was  felt  very  neces¬ 
sary  all  the  same  that  some  sort  of 
“shop  window”  should  be  provided. 
So  a  48ft.  X  24ft.  Ministry  of  Works 
type  of  pre-fabrlcated  building  was 
obtained,  the  framework  of  which  is 
pre-cast  concrete. 

A  glass  window  frontage  has  been 
built  in  and  a  small  office  attached  at 
the  back.  The  roof  is  of  corrugated 
asbestos,  with  corrugated  Perspex  roof 
lights.  With  the  large  windows  at 
the  front  and  smaller  windows  at  the 
back,  there  Is  plenty  of  natural  light¬ 
ing  by  day,  while  for  night-time  there 
is  fluorescent  lighting.

transaction.  There  are  very  many 
more  who  believe  that  profits  are  only 
justifiable  if  strictly  curtailed.  Both 
categories,  however,  are  unanimous  in 
favouring  high  wages,  with  the  sky — 
if  that— as  the  limit.  And  what,  pre¬ 
cisely,  is  the  difference  between  wages 
and  profits,  as  payments  for  services 
indisputably  rendered?  Why  should  it 
be  right  for  an  individual  to  do  well  on 
one  basis,  and  wrong  to  do  so  on  the 
other?  The  answer  to  that  possibly 
elementary  question  has  always  de¬ 
feated  me,  but  I  should  most  certainly 
like  to  know  it.  Particularly  just  now, 
when  the  Government  has  decided  to 
restrict  dividends.  For  the  immediate 
purpose,  inflationary  effects  can  be  left 
out  of  account.  The  basic  issue  is  as 
to  whether  the  wage-earner  cannot  be 
just  as  much  a  profiteer  as  the  share¬ 
holder. 

Angles  on  safety 

N  America,  the  attitude  towards 
the  problem  of  promoting  road 
safety  is  very  different  from  our 
own.  Here  the  line  commonly  taken 
is  that  the  end  can  only  be  achieved 
by  the  still  closer  control  of  traffic, 
aided  by  propaganda  of  the  essentially 
popular  kind.  The  Americans  take 
another  view,  as  is  apparent  from  the 
report  of  a  lecture  given  before  the 
S.A.E.  Summarised,  the  speaker’s 
contention  was  that,  as  vehicles  are 
engineered,  and  highways  are  engin¬ 
eered,  so  safety  must  also  be  engin¬ 
eered.  Much  valuable  development 
work  has  been  done  on  improving  the 
construction  of  the  automobile:  very 


cerned-  is  to  turn  such  people  into  cap¬ 
able  and  satisfactory  road  users.  Only 
if  that  should  prove  impossible  need 
the  bar  be  put  up.  Again,  quite  a 
different  opinion  from  what  we  are 
accustomed  to  hear.  Not  without  re- 
<  gret  in  a  way,  I  have  to  record  the 
impression  that  American  thinking  is 
here  considerably  ahead  of  our  own, 
due,  no  doubt,  to  the  more  enlightened 
American  attitude  towards  the  motor 
car.  One  of  the  speaker’s  minor  points 
was  to  stress  the  importance  of 
making  the  parts  of  a  car  accessible 
for  Inspection  and  service,  and  thus 
cheapen  and  accordingly  facilitate 
regular  preventive  maintenance. 

A  Ford  legend 

OL  LOWING  anecdote  about 
Henry  Ford  was  new  to  me,  and 
may  be  so  to  others.  In  the  early 
stages,  when  he  was  still  buying  some 
parts  for  his  cars  from  outside,  he 
arranged  a  contract  for  certain  com¬ 
ponents  that  had  a  peculiar  feature. 
The  manufacturer  had  to  agree  to 
deliver  each  set  in  a  wooden  box.  the 
size  and  construction  of  which  was 
closely  specified,  down  to  the  sizes  of 
the  screws— not  nails- that  were  to  be 
used.  Wanting  Ford’s  business,  the 
maker  had  no  objection,  and  put  it 
down  to  a  foible.  It  only  became  known 
later  that,  after  the  parts  had  been 
unpacked,  the  boxes  were  dismantled 
to  provide  floorboards  for  the  cars,  cut 
ready  to  size  and  complete  with 
screws!  I  cannot  quote  the  authority 
for  this  story,  but  it  has  appeared  in 
print.

“So  far  as  we  are  concerned  we  have  not 
asked  you  to  bear  any  e.^iicnses  of  construct¬ 
ing  our  forecourts,  painting,  or  repairing 
our  premises,  and  we  object  to  bearing  any 
part  of  the  cost  you  are  incurring  all  over 
the  country,  and  we  cannot  accept  the  sug¬ 
gested  cut  in  our  trade  discount. 

“The  instincts  of  self-preservation  are 
strong  in  family  businesses  such  as  this.

Might  they  not  have  more  of 
a  chance  now  that  the  Government  know 
that  they  have  taken  the  extra  “mite”  from 
us,  and  that  we  are  now  paying  at  least  part 
of  the  cost  of  the  good  things  being  show¬ 
ered  upon  us  in  order  to  retain  our  custom? 

All  this,  of  course,  is  to  those  of  us  who 
have  gone  100  per  cent.  To  those  who 
haven’t,  it  must  seem  as  if  they  are  being 
penalised  and  losing  their  |d.  to  help  pay 
for  the  little  luxuries  we  are  getting.  If 
they  do  feel  this,  the  remedy  is  in  their  own 
hands,  isn't  It? 

In  passing,  wouldn’t  it  be  nice  if  this 
spirit  between  supplier  and  customer  would 
spread  to  other  trades?  Your  tailor  could 
give  you  free  ties  if  you  promised  to  buy  all 
your  suits  from  him,  and  my  dress  shop 
could  keep  me  in  nylons!  And  if  after  a 
few  months  a  sly  few  shillings  were  added 
to  the  cost  of  your  suit  and  my  dress — well, 
you  Just  don’t  get  blood  out  of  a  stone,  do 
you?

Sparking  Plug  History 

Sir, — Your  comment  on  Mr.  D.  A.  Pacy’s 
contribution  in  your  August  25th  issue, 
shedding  light  on  a  much-discussed  sub¬ 
ject,  should  be  helpful  to  those  who  have 
entered  the  trade  during  the  last  decade. 

I  would  like  to  add  that  when  a  car  manu¬ 
facturer  places  an  order  for  several  hundred 
thousand  sparking  plugs  he  naturally  ex¬ 
pects  to  buy  at  a  much  lower  price  than  is 
paid  by  the  average  motorist  who,  on  the 
basis  of  a  10,000  miles  useful  life,  buys  one 
set  of  plugs  In  about  two  years. 

That  has  been  the  custOTi  in  bulk-buying 
for  generations.  And  as  the  same  conditions 
have  prevailed  since  the  earliest  days  of 
motoring,  the  price  paid  by  the  car  manu¬ 
facturer  for  spcuklng  plugs  has  no  bearing 
on  the  fact  thait  the  retail  price  of  Ss.  each 
has  remained  unaltered  for  so  many  years. 


obvious  facts  that  we  have  no  alternative 
but  to  line  up  with  one  or  the  other  of  the 
“Big  Boys’’? 

Petrol,  car  and  vehicle  agencies,  spare 
parts  supplies,  are  all  most  slowly  but 
surely  tending  to  become  100  per  cent.,  and 
it  is  for  the  retailers  themselves  to  select 
which  particular  wagon  he  wishes  to  hitch 
his  star  to,  and  that  whilsft  the  selection 
rests  with  him. 

To  refuse  the  additional  concessions 
offered,  and  at  the  same  time  squeal  at  the 
reduction  of  the  handling  margin  appears 
to  me  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  facts. 

Another  most  essential  factor  is  that  in 
many  cases  the  concessions  allowed  must 
be  devoted  to  the  Improvement  of  the  fac¬ 
ilities  to  the  purchasing  public,  which  we 
are  all  agreed  has  been  long  overdue  in  far 
too  many  Instances. 

I  fall  to  see  any  restriction  on  the  free¬ 
dom  of  choice  to  the  customer.  He  still  has 
the  perfect  right  to  obtain  his  supplies 
where  and  when  he  wishes,  and  It  is  up  to 
us  to  ensure  that  the  particular  brands  we 
are  handling  sure  the  ones  that  are  In  general 
demand,  and  the  most  popular,  and  are 
likely  to  remain  so  over  a  long-term  period.

No  doubt  he  also  remembers  the 
government  surplus  aero  plugs  that  flooded 
the  market  after  the  1914/18  war,  which 
were  sold  at  scrap  prices  and  finished  up  at 
Gd.  each  at  Woolworth’s. 

That  hit  the  plug  makers  in  two  ways. 
Sales  were  affected  because  motorists  bought 
them  instead  of  new  plugs  as  they  thought 
they  were  getting  a  real  bargain;  but  more 
serious  was  the  effect  on  the  makers’  repu¬ 
tations. 

These  ^ecial-type  plugs  were  quite  un¬ 
suitable  for  oar  or  motor  cycle  engines;  con¬ 
sequently  trouble  was  eiqperienced.  As  the 
purchasers  were  under  the  impression  that 
aeroplane  iflugs  would  give  them  better 
engine  performance  they  condemned  the 
plugs,  with  the  result  that  the  poor  maJeers’ 
names  were  mud. 

— The  same  thing  happens  to-day  when  a 
man — unknowingly — puts  in  a  new  plug 
that  is  not  the  correct  type  for  his  engine; 
he  blames  the  maker  if  he  has  trouble.

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Pairbanks  laminated  wood  rims.  The  single 
tube  Palmer  was  the  first  tyre  to  have  solved 
the  problem  of  excessive  heat.  This  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  each  strand  of  fabric  In  the 
construction  of  the  above  tyre  was  insulated, 
or  isolated,  from  its  neighbour,  the  result 
being  that  when  the  tyre  flexed,  undue  heat 
was  not  generated. 

A  peculiar  freak  in  connection  with  these 
tyrea  was  the  following  :  When  inflated  they 
took  a  normal  circular  shape,  but  immed¬ 
iately  they  were  deflated  they  seemed  to 
twist  like  a  snake,  and  when  fully  deflated 
flnlahed  up  in  a  heap  of  twisted  rubber 
tubing. 

I  am  afraid  that  the  tyre  and  cycle  manu¬ 
facturers  have  not  improved  their  wares 
during  recent  years.

1  cannot  do  better  than  compare  the  dif¬ 
ferences  :  — 

WORKSHOP  STAFF 

The  workman  going  on  holiday  puts  away 
his  tools  and,  when  he  returns,  starts  afresh. 

The  workman  is  paid  for  overtime. 

Any  illness  on  his  staff  does  not  worry 
him  to  any  extent. 

The  workman  has  his  44-hour  week. 

Any  bad  workmanship  or  mistake  is  re¬ 
placed  at  the  firm’s  expense  (except  on 
piecework). 

OPPICE  STAFF 

The  OfBce  staff  requires  to  work  late  be¬ 
fore  going  on  holiday  and  to  make  up  any 
deficiencies  in  work  on  their  return. 

Overtime  is  not  paid  for. 

When  illness  comes,  the  office  staff  take 
over  the  work  of  their  colleagues  between 
them,  without  extra  pay. 


During  staggered  holidays,  the  office  staff 
have  the  extra  work  to  perform. 

Any  errors  or  differences  in  books  require 
to  be  traced  and  this  often  necessitates 
overtime  (unpaid). 

Salaries  have  not  increased  to  the  same 
extent  as  time  workers’  and  no  class  has 
been  harder  hit  since  the  war. 

’There  seems,  therefore,  to  be  no  cause  for 
discontent  by  the  workmen.  In  fact,  that 
seems  just  what  is  wrong  with  the  world  at 
present.  The  commandment  “thou  shalt  not 
covet”  has  been  forgotten. 

I  feed  very  much  in  agreement  with  “North 
Eastern  ’Trader”  in  many  of  his  expressions 
of  opinion  on  “Two  Weeks’  Holiday  With 
Pay.”

Unseasoned  timber 

IT  would  appear  that  some  of  the 
timber  now  being  sold  for  con¬ 
structional  purposes  is  far  from 
being  fully  seasoned.  This  has  been 
causing  serious  trouble  in  the  building 
trade,  and  there  have  been  compiaints 
from  buyers  of  motor  industry  pro¬ 
ducts. 

One  complaint  comes  from  a  customer 
who  .some  time  ago  Invested  in  a  new  trailer 
of  a  special  type.  It  was  not  a  cheap  piece 
of  equipment,  and  bore  the  name  of  a 
well-known  concern  in  a  substantial  way 
of  bu.sine.ss.  After  only  a  few  months’  use. 
however,  the  wooden  members  have  warped 
noticeably,  resulting  in  some  difficulty  in 
securing  the  flap,  not  to  mention  the  irrita¬ 
tion  cause  by  Incessant  rattles  and  creaks. 

Such  cases  can  only  indicate  that  the 
organisation  of  timber  supplies  to  manu¬ 
facturers  cannot  be  all  that  could  be  de- 
:sired.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  none  of  our 
defective  products  is  being  exported,  as 
that  would  seriously  damage  Britain's  repu¬ 
tation  for  quality. 


Another  light  carrier 

The  possibilities  of  the  small  three¬ 
wheeled  truck  being  what  they  are,  it  is 
never  surprising  when  a  new  make  appears 
upon  the  market.  Among  recent  entrants 
to  this  field  are  Tubo  Metal  Products,  Ltd., 
.of  Treforest  Trading  Estate.  Pontypridd. 
Glamorganshire. 

Their  Tubo  Truc-Tracta  has  a  familiar 
general  arrangement.  A  capacious  metal 
body,  available  In  two  widths,  is  mounted 
on  the  two-wheeled  rear  axle,  while  the 
•Ingle  front  wheel,  to  which  the  power  unit 
Is  mounted,  is  steerable.  The  steering 
handle  can  be  folded  forward,  so  that  the 
operator  may  walk  in  front  of  the  machine 
instead  of  sitting  upon  It.  The  engine  is 
the  usual  air-cooled  J.A.P.  four-stroke,  and 
the  gearbox  a  2-speed  Albion  with  hand- 
operated  clutch;  but  a  3-speed  box.  with 
hand  lever  starter.

Load  capacity  is  stated  to  be  about  8  cwt. 
under  favourable  operating  conditions,  and 
the  makers  are  prepared  to  build  special 
bodies  to  meet  particular  requirements.

C-UCENCE  EXEMPTIONS 


RAW  MATERIALS  SHORTAGE 


.\MEND.MENT8  TO  REGl  LATIONS 

Regulations  granting  exemption  In  certain 
cases  from  the  requirement  of  the  Road  and 
Rail  Traffic  Act,  1933,  that  a  goods  vehicle 
shall  not  be  used  for  the  carriage  of  goods 
for  hire  or  reward,  or  in  connection  with  a 
trade  or  btisiness.  except  under  a  carrier’s 
licence,  have  now  been  consolidated. 

At  the  same  lime,  the  Minister  of  Trans¬ 
port  has  extended  the  list  of  exemptions 
to  cover  other  uses  of  vehicles  wldch  are 
technically  goods  vehicles  and  would  other¬ 
wise  require  carrier’s  licences. 

For  example,  after  September  19th,  when 
the  regulations  come  into  force,  doctors, 
nurses,  midwives,  dentists,  and  veterinary 
surgeons  will  be  able  to  use,  without  a  car- 
^  rier’s  licence,  vehicles  carrying  medicine,  in- 
:  8truments,  or  apparatus. 

:  Exemptions  are  also  granted  for  the  use 
of  pedestrian-controlled  vehicles,  motor 
cycles  (including  motor  cycles  with  side¬ 
cars  attached)  for  the  carriage  of  t«H)ls, 
apparatus,  or  materials  required  by  the 
driver  in  carrying  on  his  trade  or  business, 
.passenger  vehicles  with  seats  for  not  more 
than  seven  passengers,  excluding  the  driver, 
when  adapted  to  draw  or  drawing  a  trailer. 
If  neither  the  trailer  nor  any  goods  carried 
In  it  are  carried  for  hire  or  reward,  and  of 
.locomotive  ploughing  engines,  tractors,  agri¬ 
cultural  tractors,  and  other  agricultural 
engines  when  used  for  certain  agricultural 
•nd  similar  purposes. 

Copies  of  the  regulations,  entitled  the 
Road  and  Rail  Traffic  Act  (Exemption) 
Regulations.  1951.  can  be  obtained  from  the 
Stationery  Office. 


INFORMATION  ON  SI  BSTITUTES 

Referring  to  the  present  shortage  of  cer- 
tailn  metals  and  other  raw  materials,  which 
axe  nicely  to  affect  industry  generally  and 
the  motor  industry  in  particular,  the  Soci¬ 
ety  of  Motor  Manufacturers  and  Traders 
point  out  that  similar  difficulties  were  felt 
in  Germany  during  and  immediately  before 
the  late  war.  .As  a  result  the  Germans 
showed  themselves  adept  in  contriving  sub¬ 
stitutes.  ' 

A  great  deal  of  information  on  these  sub¬ 
stitutes  is  available  in  intelligence  reports 
held  by  the  Technical  Information  and 
Documents  Unit  of  Solentlflc  and  Industrial 
Research,  Lacon  House,  Theobald's  Road, 
London.

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SPECIALLOID  INQUIRY 

ORDERED  BY  BOARD  OF  TRADE 

An  investigation  into  the  affairs  of 
Speclallold,  Ltd.,  of  Leeds,  and  North  Finch¬ 
ley,  London,  has  been  ordered  by  the  Board 
of  Trade.  Mr.  Philip  Michael  Armitage, 
solicitor,  has  been  appointed  inspector  for 
the  investigation. 

In  announcing  this  decision,  the  B.o.T. 
stated  that  the  investigation  would  be  made 
with  “especial  reference  to  the  acquisition 
of  the  Aero  Piston  Ring  Co.,  Ltd.,  to  the 
increase  of  capital,  and  to  the  placing  of 
ordinary  shares  in  1945.” 

On  February  7th  last  the  shareholders 
approved  the  appointment  of  a  three-man 
committee  to  investigate  the  company’s 
financial  affairs. 

Following  the  announcement  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  that  Mr.  Armitage  had  been 
appointed  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the 
oompany,  the  three-man  conunittee  issued 
their  report  to  the  .shai-eholders  In  which 
they  stated  they  had  Invited  the  entire 
board  of  directors  to  resign. 

Comparing  the  company’s  balance  sheet 
of  March  31st.  1945,  with  that  of  March 
31st.  1950,  the  report  states-  “It  will  be  seen 
that  deterioration  during  the  five  years  was 
not  far  short  of  £250.000.  and  that  but  for 
the  incidence  of  taxation  recoveries 
(£237,073  nett  in  the  case  of  Speclallold 
and  £7,852  nett  in  the  case  of  the  Aero 
Piston  Ring  Company)  it  would  liave  Iteen 
nearer  €500.000.” 

SHAREHOLDERS  TOOK  INITIATIVE 

After  making  it  clear  that  it  was  the 
shareholders’  committee  who  made  the  first 
approach  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  the  report 
goes  on :  “Until  the  Inspector  has  made 
his  report  it  is  clearly  improper  for  us  to 
Inquire  ftirther  or  to  reach  any  conclu¬ 
sions;  but  it  Is  our  Intention  to  report  to 
shareholders  at  a  later  date  on  any  matters 
coining  within  our  terms  of  reference,  hut 
not  dealt  with  by  him. 

“In  considering  ways  and  means  of  pito- 
vlding  further  capital  to  replace  .  .  .  tem¬ 
porary  borrowings,  we  have  already  had 
discussions  with  the  Charterhouse  Plncmce 
Corporation,  and  will  continue  to  do  so. 

“It  is  too  soon  to  anticipate  in  any  way 
the  outcome  of  these  discussions  or  any 
other  negotiations  in  connection  with  the 
raising  of  further  capital  for  your  company, 
but  we  feel  that  the  task  of  doing  so  might 
be  facilitated  if  provision  were  made  for 
changes  in  the  constitution  of  your  board.”

If,  for  any  reason,  the  week  ending  Sep¬ 
tember  22nd  is  not  a  normal  week,  particu¬ 
lars  will  be  required  for  the  nearest  ordinary 
week

census  form  for  1951,  showing  the  precise 
details  of  the  information  to  be  collected 
on  these  subjects,  are  available  on  appli¬ 
cation  to  the  Census  of  Production  office, 
Neville  House,  Page  Street,  Westminster, 
London,  S.W.l.

Oh,  the  kicks  go  a-round  and  a-round 


Neier-ending  pin-pricks 
rx~MiOSE  dreadful  office  inquests! 

I  We’ve  all  been  in  them  if  we 
have  any  breadth  of  experience. 
A  mistake  is  made  and  the  boss, 
goaded  beyond  endurance,  bares  his 
teeth  and  determines  to  get  to  the 
bottom  of  things. 

Good!  Mistakes  can  be  mere  tiny 
pin-pricks,  or  they  can  be  catastro¬ 
phic.  I  suppose  it  is  fair  to  say  that 
in  a  sizable  office  the  boss  must  learn 
to  grin  and  bear  the  pin-pricks, 
though  he  must  take  administrative 
steps  to  guard  against  the  catastro¬ 
phic.  But  in  a  large  office  one  has  to 
remember  that  the^  flow  of  pin-prick 
mistakes  is  never-ending.  Anybody 


who  thinks  otherwise  is  riding  for  a 
fall. 

They  are,  of  course,  absolutely  in¬ 
furiating  to  some  natures.  Tempers 
are  lost  for  piffling  reasons  and  all 
sense  of  proportion  goes  by  the  board. 
The  staff  get  roundly  chivvied  and  this 
is  often  the  cause  of  Jitters  amongst 
juniors. 

Endless  human  checks  and  even 
self-checking  systems  are  constantly 
being  devised,  but  the  error  always 
gets  through.  Ever  since  the  day,  15 
years  ago,  that  my  bank  posted  a 
debit  belonging  to  a  customer  of  the 
same  name  into  my  personal  account 
I’ve  had  the  lookout  posts  fully 
manned.  Only  the  other  week  they 
thought  the  bank  had  stung  us  for 
£12.  But  when  all  the  paperwork 
was  checked  back  for  three  months 
there  was  one  piece  left  over.  Fanny, 
in  the  bank,  had  the  amount  right, 
but  the  name  haywire. 

Two  kinds  of  errors 

Here  is  where  errors  divide.  The 
first  lot  are  those  which  occur  inside 
and  affect  only  your  own  organisation. 
The  other  group  are  those  which  de¬ 
ceive  or  confuse  your  customer,  or 
waste  hours  of  his  time  checking  or 
reconciling  your  figures  or  details. 

Last  week  I  was  victim  of  such  an 
error.  A  firm  whose  business  is  essen¬ 
tially  one  of  hairline  accuracy  were 
wrong,  and  were  found  out  by  me, 
after  many  hours  of  my  time  had  been 
wasted.  I’ve  dealt  with  the  firm  over 
20  years:  so  much  so  that  I  now  look 
upon  them  almost  as  a  friend.  Con¬ 
sequently,  one  of  the  partners  in  an 
exchange  of  letters  asked  for  details 
of  past  errors. 

I  refused  the  information  and

A  Barfield  Compos 
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begged  him  to  avoid  connecting  my 
name  with  an  oflQce  inquest.  Give  the 
office  “tonic”  by  all  means,  but  not,  1 
replied,  specifically  on  my  account. 
Indeed,  to  take  his  mind  off  my  tracks 
I  drew  a  parallel  between  his  office 
and  an  incident  in  my  own  mass  pro¬ 
duction  experience. 

We  were  manufacturing  a  small 
welded  part  with  a  battery  of  30  or  40 
machines  in  an  isolated  section,  and 
with  female  operators.  The  war  was 
Just  under  way  and  every  part  was 
needed  badly.  Production  was  in 
swing,  but  the  scrap  rate  was  most 
uncomfortable.  That  led  to  frequent 
tests  to  destruction  by  inspection 
which  added  a  further  loss  to  the  loss 
of  parts. 

Kicking  rodeo 

Here  is  the  point.  The  firm  was 
kicked.  My  chief  was  kicked.  He  gave 
me  a  side  kick  as  he  went  to  kick  the 
works  superintendent,  who  also  lashed 
out.  If  anybody  was  missed  in  the 
kicking  rodeo  it  was  a  sheer  and 
highly  regrettable  accident.  In  most 
cases  the  folk  on  the  job  were  kicked 
at  hourly  intervals^  The  whole  section 
was  soon  in  the  grip  of  the  Jitters.  To 
tell  you  the  series  of  steps  taken  would 
bore  most  of  you  to  death. 

To  make  my  point,  however.  I  must 
tell  you  some  of  the  story.  To  begin 
with,  the  process  only  concerned  me 
Indirectly,  but  as  I’d  been  kicked  on 
the  shins  I  had  to  go  in  the  shops.  So, 
absolutely  childlike  and  daft,  as  if  I’d 
never  seen  the  place  before,’  I  asked 
the  production  people  all  about  the 
machines. 

Elimination  process 

Pitying  my  Ignorance  they  told  me 
a  rosy  story  obtained  from  the  works 
manager,  who  had  bought  them. 
While  all  this  went  on  over  a  period 
of  days,  examination  of  bulk  produc¬ 
tion  had  been  arranged  so  as  to 
divorce  day  and  night  work,  then 
morning  from  afternoon,  then  the 
production  from  each  machine  and. 
by  augmenting  the  staff  and  coming 
closer  and  closer,  from  each  machine 
in  100-capaclty  boxes,  identified  with 
the  actual  operator. 


Still  wearing  my  dunce’s  cap  I’d 
gone  in  my  car  to  see  the  machine 
makers  many  miles  away  in  order  to 
ask  independently  of  our  works  system 
(and  my  chief)  what  we’d  asked  for 
in  the  specification  and  what  per¬ 
formance  they  had  guaranteed.  Our 
works  manager’s  story  and  theirs 
should  have  been  like  the  Toni  twins. 
Instead  they  were  only  cousins,  once 
or  twice  removed. 

The  “crack”  who  cracked 

Back  in  the  works  the  close  check 
was  disclosing  interesting  things.  The 
girl  the  works  looked  on  as  their  crack 
operator,  because  of  her  output  and 
rhythmic  speed,  also  produced  by  far 
the  highest  proportion  of  scrap.  No¬ 
body  expected  this.  With  something 
to  work  on,  a  half -story  on  the  one 
hand  and  the  operator  scrap-rate  on 
the  other,  logical  Improvements  were 
soon  effected.  Soon  the  scrap  rate 
w'as  normal. 

In  the  office  you  have  exactly  the 
same  background,  and  I’ve  proved  it 
in  mass  paper-work  in  exactly  the 
same  way.  If  errors  are  high,  be  cer¬ 
tain  they  do  not  largely  come  from, 
say,  one  source.  Panicking  everybody 
on  principle  and  getting  them  Jittery 
leads  nowhere  unless  it  be  to  more 
errors. 

Memo,  for  bosses 

A  flare-up  now  and  again  over  errors 
is  inevitable.  You  may  even  stage  an 
office  rodeo,  or  the  boss  a  chariot  race 
through  the  organisation,  but  if  an 
office  has  a  permanent  volcanic  back¬ 
ground  because  of  errors,  then  the 
boss,  for  a  start,  wants  to  take  him¬ 
self  to  task. 

Then,  when  the  eruptions  have  been 
arrested  and  the  place  cools  down, 
conditions  should  permit  cool,  calm 
and  intelligent  investigation  of  the 
reasons  for  high  error  frequency. 
Apart  from  facilities,  sometimes 
people  need  education  in  office  work. 
As  for  the  couldn’t-care-less  gang,  let 
them  lose  privileges,  and  their  Job, 
too.  if  they  are  the  insolent  kind  who 
deliberately  avoid  trying.  I  couldn’t 
care  less  about  them.
